The Lexington Herald haa

The contest for the pOStoffice 
at Mt. Sterling, which is, as far 
as we are aware, the first instance 

in which there has been an open 
disagreement between Senator 
James and any Democratic Rep- 
resentative, has assumed such 
aspect that it calls for state wide 
attention. We have no more 
right to take part in that contest, 
and have just as great right as 
has Senator James. The Demo- 
crats of Montgomery county 
have a representative at Wash- 
ington — a Democrat of good 
standinif.

Goebel fifteen years ago. Presi- 
Ident Wi'son did not favor Mr. 
iBryan's election; there are mem- 
bers of his cabinet, for the con- 
jfirmation of whom Mr. James 
j voted, who opposed Mr. Bryan's 
lelection: Mr. lanie^ has recoin- 
Imcnded fur appointment, and had 
[appo i nted to Federal office in 
[Kentucky, men who oppose<l 
regular Democratic nominees 
within a year of their appoint- 
ment. No one, therefori'. can 
accept as sincere the statement 
that it is because of any past po- 
litical independence that he f;i\ 
ors or opposes the appointment 
of any particular man to office. 

President Wilson has turned 
over to Senator James, as com- 
pletely as did President Taft to 
Senator Bradley ,the Federal pa 
tronaj^e in the State ; Senator 
James has used that patronage, 
as did Senator Bradley, to ostra- 
cise the friends of the President, 
and to reward those who fought 
the President's nomination. He 
ha- further used those api)oii.t 
ments to build up a machine 
moulded to the purposes of the 

uliiskey interots. Not onl\ has 
Senator James dictated the I'res-

In the current issue of "Out- 
look" ex-President Roosevelt has 
an article on tiie treatment of the 
v' zrr, in Braxil and fhows how 
iliM'<.Tcntly the black man is re- 
frarded in Brazil than he is in the 
L'nitid States. 

In short Col. Roosevelt states 
that the negro in Brazil is placed 
on an equal footing with the 
w hite man. that among the lower 
classes the blacks and whites 
freely intermarry, in fact are en- 
couraged V) do ^o. That, accord- 
ing tu the scientitic men of Bra- 
zil, is the only solution of the 
negro problem. While the editor 
of "Outlook" at the bead of his 
article tries to disclaim for Roose- 



zilian method of solving the ne 
gro problem, yet throughout his 
article it is |rfain to see that 

Roosevelt not only justifies the 
Brazilian practice of marrying 
negroes, bat it it wondcrfvl that 

ho contained his approval of the 
absorption of the black race by 
the white in such mild words as 
he did. Roosevelt speaks of the 
considerable infiltration of negro 
blood into some of the lower 
classes of white people. Think 
of that ! 'i hc "infiltration" of ne- 
gro blood into the veins of 
white people. 

The word "infiltration" may 
not denote that the negro blood 
is to become purer by being fil- 
red through the veins of white 
j people, but the word certainly 
connotes such a meaning. Think 
of such a thing! An ex president 
]of the I'nitcd States advocating 
the filtration of negro blood

^€!ple. Think of a man who has 
'occupied the highest position 
I within the gift of the people, talk- 
Mng about the feasibility, practi- 
cability and hinting at the advis 
'®- ability of the white race abtorb- 

ing the negroes by intermarry 
ing.
